McNeil Defends Aid Plan

Red Vetos 


" New York, Sept. 22—(AP)— 
Britain warned today "that if the 
Soviet Union persisted in trying 
to force its own will upon the 
world "the unstable peace of the 
world will crumble and crash" 
With "hideous consequences."1 


British Minister of State Hec- 


tor McNeil delivered this warning 
before the United Nations Assem- 
bly in a 6.600-word basic policy 
statement for the United, King- 
dom. 


He—vigorously .attached Russia 


and at the same time appealed to 
Moscow to drop what he called 
its inflexible and unyielding atti- 
tude on world problems. 


McNeil ridiculed the charges of 


Russia's Andrei T. Vishinsky that 
there is "war-mongering" in the 
United States. McNeil called Vish- 
insky's. attack "a comedy piece." 


Defends Marshal Plan 


He 
then 
denied 
Vishinsky's 


charges that the Marshall plan 
threatened the sovereignty of any 
country, and accused Russia of 
obstructing atomic 
control 
and 


paralyzing the security council by 
her 20 vetoes.

C&NW train at an Ashton cross- 
ing. 


Both Nass and Henert were 


killed in the accident.' 
- The Appellate court' upheld the 


"jury decision, reached here a year 
ago, 
saying that no proof was 


submitted during the trial to sup- 
port a contention made by Mrs. 
Henert that Nass and Henert" ex- 
ercised due care and caution for 
their own safety in approaching 
the railroad crossing. 


..Train Traveling 80 MPH 


The two men were killed when 


Naso utuvc me var in which they 
were riding into the path of a 
train traveling at 80 miles per 
hour. 


Evidence submitted during the 


trial here disclosed that a freight 
train was standing approximate- 
ly 100 feet west of the crossing 
as Nass and Henert approached, 
and that warning signal lights 
were flashing and a bell ringing. 


However, the plaintiff claimed 


that because 
the 
freight 
was 


standing near the crossing the 
men believed it caused the signal 
to flash at the crossing. 


Trainmen who testified during 


the trial said that Nass did not 
look either way as he drove on to 
the tracks. 


A similar damage suit has been 


filed against the railroad by the 
Nass estate and is now awaiting 
trial here.

Fresh Disturbance 


Threatens Florida; 
Moves Across Gulf 


Not Expected to Prove 


Dangerous; Hurricane 
Toll Still Incomplete 


New Orleans. La., 
SepL 22.— 


(AP)—Winds up to 60 miles per 
hour—only 15 miles below hurri- 
cane strength—were predicted to- 
day for storm-ravaged southern 
Florida as a new tropical disturb- 
ance moved swiftly across 
the 


Gulf of Mexico. 
" The storm center, alreadj- lash- 
ing 
the coast 
with ram-laced 


whistling squalls, headed toward 
the Fort Myers-Tampa Bay aiea 
where it was pxpected to move in- 
land tonight. It was only half the 
intensity of the great Altlantie 
hurricane, which tracked destruc- 
tion across Florida and then roared 
across the Gulf to devastate the 
rich Gulf coast and New Orleans. 


The Miami weather bureau said 


the newest blow was not expected 
to be dangerous. 


However, the dismal job of tab- 


ulating casualties 
and property 


damage continued along the coast 
of Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama 
and extreme northwest Florida. 
Forty-three were known dead, and 
there was apprehension of exten- 
sive flood damage to compound the 
desolation strewn by the hurri- 
cane itself. 


Beach Area Blocked Off 


Delayed reports from Gulfport. 


Miss., said beach areas still were 
blocked off. 


Power trucks were brought from 


upstate Mississippi to spray beach 
debris with DDT and lime to con- 
trol odor and insects. 


Meantime, New Orleans and 


southern Florida were plagued by 
the after effects of the hurricane 
which beat a path across the 
southern part of the peninsula 
Wednesday, spun out into the 
Gulf of Mexico Thursday~and tnen 
headed north to pound the Gulf 
coast on Friday.

around New Orleans was und*- 
water from. Lake Pontchartrain

AFL and CIO unions filed with 
the NLRB before the new law 
went into effect will stay frozen 
on the NLRB books until after 
the conventions. 


They were to have been dismiss- 


ed next week if all the required 
non-Communist statements were 
not in by that time. 


But yesterday the NLRB and 


its independent general counsel, 
Robert N. Denham, issued a rul- 
ing which makes it possible for 
many of the AFL and CIO unions 
to stall the dismissal of their old 
cases until October 31. 


Argument Background 


Here's the background of the 


present argument: 


The Taft-Hartley law forbids 


NLRB officials to consider any 
petition from a union unless the 
officers of that union and of its 
parent bodies have furnished non- 
Communist statements. 


(Union petitions are 
of 
two 


kinds: Accusing an employer of 
an urtypir labpr practce are of 
two kihdS: Accusing an emloyer 
of an unfair laboi practice and 
asking the NLRB to certify the 
union to represent employees in 
collective bargaining.) 


Thus the law 
prevents non- 


complying unions from, using the 
sen-ices of the NLRB. But such 
a union might still be involved in 
an NLRB case against its will— 
for the lew ]a\v permits employers 
to accuse unions of unfair labor 
practices now.

Some Italian newspapers have

A fortnight ago Togliatti was

Under a little publicized law 


passed by the last general as- 
sembly, veterans,*" their 
depen- 


dents and 
veterans 
counseling 


agencies may now receive certi; 
ficd copies of public records, with- 
out charge, when the papers are 
needed to obtain benefits. 
At- 


tention to this law was invited 
today by Albert Ruggles, Illinois 
Veterans Commission service of- 
ficer in Lee county, who said 
such documents must 
be fur- 


nished by all public officials with- 
out the usual fee. 


"The only thing the veteran or 


his dependent has to do," Rug- 
gles said, "is to make the request 
in writing- to the proper official. 
He must state that the document 
is to be used in obtaining bene- 
fits and must fonvard postage "if 
the paper is to be sent to "him 
by mail." 


The law provides that these 


certified copies must be furnish- 
ed to "any accredited veterans 
organization, the Illinois Veter- 
ans Commission, the 
Veterans 


Administration and the veteran 
or his dependent.'.' 
Service Offi- 


cer Ruggles whose office is locat- 
ed in the AVorsley building, 105 
East Second street, will assist 
any veteran or his dependent in 
obtaining copies o,f public records 
or other benefits to which he is 
entitled.

It's Effects on Religious 
' 
Beliefs of Masses'Is 


Uncertain

• Washington, Sept. 20—(AP)— 
Has the atomic bomb changed 
the religious beliefs of the peo- 
ple? 


For more than two years, man- 


kind has nursed the disturbing 
knowledge that he has invented 
the possible means of his own 
destruction. 


Many have wondered whether 


this knowledge is driving Ameri- 
cans into the churches, driving 
them out of the churches, or both, 
or neither. 


The question can't oe answer- 


ed 
through 
statistics- because 


hardly any reliable figures exist. 


But here are the personal opin- 


ions of a few religious leaders: 


This writer made a list of sev- 


eral churchmen 
in Washington 


and then asked each: "How has 
the atomic bomb affected 
peo- 


ple's religious beliefs?" 


Here is what they said: 
Father Cronin, assistant direc- 


tor of the social action depart- 
ment, National Catholic Welfare 
Conference: 
- "I feel that .with people in gen- 
eral, the atomic bomb has not 
.affected their thinking in 
any 


tway. I fail to detect any deep 
realization of what atomic fission 
means in the eventual trrnsfor- 
jnation of our lives. 
Those who 


do realize it are bewildered and 
have reached no particular con- 
clusions." 
, " Bishop Charles W. Flint of the 
' Methodist 
church: 
"I ' couldn t 


. give an answer at this time. I 
* couldn't put my finger on a sin- 
. gle thing that would justify any 


conclusions." 


Joseph Dawson, executive sec- 


[ retary for the Baptists of the 


United States: 
he thinks 
the 


atomic bomb has weakened the 
religion of ''untold millions" by 
substituting in their minds the 
idea of "force" as a means of 
security instead of' "reason and 
love and culture and all the in- 
_struments ' of civiliaztion." 


Dawson doesn't think the bomb 


has drrien many people -to God 
He added that it is "staggering" 
and "shuddering-"' to even consid- 
er using the bomb again, and if it 
is ever used again, -then Chris- 
tianity would almost despair." 


A. Powell 
Davies, Unitarian 


minister: he thinks 
the 
bomb 


"has tended to accentuate what- 
ever beliefs were previously held" 
and that it has not caused "the 
abrupt change in religious be- 
liefs that might have been antici- 
pated." 
• Thinks Majority Complacent 


Rabbi Norman Gernstenfeld of 


Washington. 


1, A small minority have be- 


come more deeply religious, real- 
izing that man's Intellect has cre- 
ated a weapon that will mean his 
destruction unless he can match 
it in his spiritual power. 


2. The great majority "have 


become"" complacent about 
the 


bomb. They feel it Is just an- 
other weapon. Yet, as a para- 
dox, 
they also have a deep stir- 


ring1 of feeling that destruction 
is in the air and there is nothing 
they can do about it. I believe 
the spiritual convictions of this 
majority group have been weak- 
ened." 


Tom Steen, religious education 


director for the Washington Fed- 
eration of Churches, also made 
two points: 


1. That the bomb has caused 


a certain group to turn back to 
those churches which teach that 
we are "living in the last days" 
and that the world is apt to be 
burned up by atomic fire, with 
Christ appearing again to save 
the righteous. 


2. 
But the general mass ol 


people have not turned to the 
churches. 
"They feel more fear 


and confusion, and they are look- 
ing for some kind of answer, but 
I am afraid they don't think the 
churches have the answer." 


Dr. W. li. Jermgan, Washing- 


ton director for

Negro 
Chinches. 


"Some people thought it was aw- 
ful for a Christian nation to end 
the war that way," and their re- 
ligion has been weakened." 


But he also said a large num- 


ber of scientists have reached the 
conclusion that they have invent- 
ed something that can't be con- 
trolled unless men's minds and 
hearts are changed through relig- 
ion.

Auto Industry To 
Lag Behind Goal 
During September 


Detroit. Sept. 22—(AP) —The 


nation's car and truck factories 
have scheduled slightly more than 
-140,000 units for production this 
month; they probably will go only 
slightly above the '100.000 mark 
with trucks accounting for more 
than 25 per cent ol the total. 


The sheet steel situation con- 


tinues 
to 
hamper 
production 


activities; the manufacturers have 
been able to find 
some supple- 


mental supplies here and there and 
push output levels up for brief 
periods: a few better than 100.000 
unit weeks have resulted 
from 


some extra steel tonnage receipts. 
In no instance, however, have the 
factories been able to maintain the 
high level output for any length 
of time. 


The industry's best month since 


V-J day was last April when it 
assembled 423,399 cars and trucks; 
highest month in car manufactur- 
ing history was April, 1929, with 
an 
output of 663.811 vehicles. 


Given materials the factories could 
match the latter figure again— 
and do it with two instead of three 
shifts as was Uie rule at that time. 


Required Steel Unavailable 


But the required steel is not 


available now and isn't in sight 
for a large pud. of next year. 


With uninterrupted production 


from now until the year's end total 
1947 
output, might top 4,500.000 


cars aiid trucks. 
But nobody in 


the industry expects uninterrupted 
production 
for the next three 


months. 


Even top level output for the 


remainder of the year, were it 
possible, would make little im- 
pression on the backlog of unfilled 
orders. As of Sept. 1, the order 
accumulation authoritatively was 
estimated at more than 5,000,000.~ 


That means a lot of persons who 


hoped for delivery of a new car 
before 1948 will have to consider, 
instead.

High wages for labor are ob- 


viously desirable. But the failure 
of a large segment of labor to do 
a day's work commensurate with 
present record earnings is one 
of the most dangerous of today's 
problems, and is an important 
contributory factor ui price infla- 
tion and the deterioration of the 
dollar.

The President of the Portland, 


Oregon, Chamber of Commerce, 
recentlv cited the case of brick- 
layers "who, in the late twenties, 
would lay from 1,500 to 2,000 
; bricks per day. 
Now output is 


considered good if a man lays 500. 
and most contractors estimate 300 
when preparing bids. At the same 
time, the bricklayer's wage has 
risen to 524 a day. However, if 
production is taken into account, 
the bricklayer's wage, compared 
with the twenties, works out to 
something like 5120 per day. 


The building trades may be an 


extreme example of cost-boosting. 
But almost every major industry 
has reported that man-hour out- 
put has gone down even as wages 
have risen time and time again. 
And that is one reason why prices 
for commodities have gone up as 
fast 
and. in inany cases, faster 


than wages. 


An economist for a major labor 


•union recently said - this: "The 
•whole history of America's 
in- 


dustrial growth has demonstrated 
that we were able to obtain a 
higher, standard of living than any 
other 
nation 
by 
progressively

money. Incidentally, Bridges and 
several of his unions and commit- 
tees brought suit against me and 
other defendants alleging libel.

The IFL president described Presi- 
dent Truman as j.riend]y to .labor,,, 
in view of his veto of the Taft- 
Hartley bill. 
But, he said "the 


legislative branch has not been 
any too friendly." 


Speaking of Congressman Ever- 


ett Dirksen (R-Pekin), Soderstrom 
said "because of his vote for the 
Tart-Hartley bill, organized labor 
and Congressman 
Dirksen 
have 


come to the parting of the ways". 
The congressman has had labor's 
support on several occasions in the 
past, but he will never have labors 


i support again."

Urged Voluntary Conser- 


vation of Food; Speaks 
Against Doctor's Wish 


New York,

Herbert Hoover said last night 
that the 1947 world harvest may 
yield as little as that of 1945 and 
he outlined steps needed "if large 
areas of the world are 
to 
b« 


saved from mass starvation". 


A doctor and nurse accompanied 


the foi-mer president to the Madi- 
son Square Garden meeting. 
His 


secretary explained that Hoover 
had not felt well for several days 
but was "all right now". 


The meeting in behalf of Ger- 


man relief was snonsored by the 
American Friends 
Service 
Com- 


mittee, the Labor League for Hu- 
man Rights (AFL) arid Lutheraa' 
World Relief. Inc. 
A spokesman 


for the sponsors said Hoover ap- 
peared against the advice of hia 
physicians. 


"Due 
to the failure of agricul- 


ture recovery in Europe and Asia,' 
together with devastating droughts. 
in other parts of the world—in- 
cluding the Vmerican corn crop—' 
the next 12 months will be a grim 
food year". Hoover said. 


A "disastrous decrease" of 32.- 


'000,000 tons of coarse grains was 
predicted by Hoover. This, he said" 
would be partly offset by a 4.000,- 
000 increase in 
bread 
grains— 


wheat and rye. 


Hoover, who had toured Europe, 


earlier this year to survey the 
food situation, at the request of 
President Truman, said that his 
outline of world food prospects did 
not include Russia. But he addedr 
"Russia has had some crop im- 
provement. We hope it is enough 
to supply the satellite' states". 


The situation. Hoover said, calls 


for these steps: 


1. American -farmers" "must re- 


sist the natural tendency" to feed" 
bread grains to animals at a time 
when coarse grains are scarce. "In^_ 
this world emergency we must 
give the preference to human be-- 
ings", he said. 


2. "Unnecessary human con-, 


sumption and waste of food" must 
be stopped 
Hoover added that 


"such measures, in order to secure 
the best -results, must be largely 
voluntary x x x"'. 


3. The world deficit can be met- 


"only if we have full cooperation 
from the other surplus-producing 
countries and drastic cnnti-ol of 
distribution and 
elimination of 


black markets in the deficit coun-' 
tries''.

4. Pi-ice increases which he said " 


could "be very largely ascribed to 
over-exports of food" have compli- 
cated the situation. "The remedies 
for price increases lie in handling 
of exports with an eye to keeping- 
prices down, in the stoppage of 
speculation and hoarding and, 
above all, in decreasing- unneces- 
sary 
consumption and ti-aste",

and gasoline. 


Other cooperatives 
are

sumer cooperatives". For exam- 
ple, a group of citizens may band 
together and open a grocery store. 


That's the kind of co-ops labor 


unions are interested in. 


Jfew Michigan Project 


Last week, the CIO United Auto 


Workers annontmced that 4.0 of its 
local unions in Michigan have join- 
ed to buy carloads 
of food and 


other goods and sell them to their 
members at cost—that is, without 
profit, 
-Now this is not a full-fledged 
consumer co-op. Instead, it is call- 
ed "club buying", or "pooled pur- 
chasing". It is only an emergency 
program to iight the high cost of 
living. 


A "true cooperative" is a long- 


range enterprise. The goods aren't 
sold at cost. 
They are sold at 


about the same prices as in other 
stores. The customers benefit, not 
from lower priceB across the coun- 
ter, but from, refunds at the end 
of the year. 


"True cooperatives" are 
often 


called "Rochdale 
cooperatives" 


(the first syllable of 
Rochdale 


rhymes with Scotch') 


The name comes from Rochdale, 


England, where a group of weav- 
ers got together in_OS44, opened, a 
store, and for the first time laid 
down the principles governing this 
type of enterprise. 


Kot Restricted to Unions

Agriculture is Now 
Double Valuation of 


'40, Figures Show 


Hike of $12,600,000,000 


In Year Reported by 


Capital Official 


Chicago, Sept. 22— (AP) —Nor- 


man J. Wall, of the bureau of og- 
iiculture economics, Washington, 
reported today U. S. agriculture 
now is worth more than $111.000.- 
000,000, a little more: than twice 
the 1940 figure and an increase ol 
$12,600,000,000 in a year. 


In an address piopared for a 


conference of the national agricul- 
tural credit committee, Wall said 
agriculture during 1046 showed 
improvement "all along the line 
with the single exception of its 
debt, which became larger" The 
committee is composed *of repre- 
sentatives of banking, insurance 
farm organizations and the federal 
government. 
J'But the 
debt increase was 


easily offset .by the higher valua- 
tions of assets," added Wall, who 
s head of the bureau's division ot 
'inance. 


Physical AASCN RNc 


"The physical assets of agricul- 


ture—real estate, livestock, har- 


ested crops, machinery, vehicles, 


and 
household 
equipment—tooK 


another upward turn, advancing 
rom $78,000,000,000 on Jan. 1,

Wall said the index of prices 


iaid by farmers increased S5 per 
ent from Jan. 1, 1940, to Jan. 1, 
947, but added "the liquid assets 
f agriculture have increased reia- 
ively more rapidly than those of 
on-farmcrs. 
"One may safely say that agn- 
ulture has gamed on balance 
gainst the rest of the national 
conomy in the years since 1940. 
his gain is not so large, when 
xpressed in real terms after ad- 
usting for the increase in prices 
armers pay, as it appears in un- 
djusted dollar amounts. In either 
ase, however, the gain has been 
ubstantial."

New Orleans, Sept. 22—(AP)— 


Hurricane notes: 


The only man I know who en- 


joyed a practical advantage from 
"Ole Double Debbil Eye,'' the Car- 
ibbean huriicane, was an amateur 
trumpet player. It enabled him to 
satisfy a lifelong ambition. 


John Quarrier, who had worked 


the night before editing news at 
the Associated Press office here, 
arose from sleep at home as the 
hurricane reached its height. 


He took up his trumpet and— 


with accompanying sound effets 
provided 
by 
nature—b l a s t e d 


through "The Storm," from Ros- 
sini's William Tell overture. Quar- 
rier matched "Ole Double Debbii 
Eye" not for note. 


"Always did want to try out 


that trumpet part during an ac- 
tual storm," he said. 


Can Catch Alligators 


Alligator wrestling has one ad- 


vantage over chasing hurricanes. 
You can at least catch hold of the 
alligator. 


Catching up with a hurricane is 


more difficult, and if you do—well, 
what have you got? It is a mighty 
poor place to light a cigar. 


I caught up with the northern 


edge of the big wind at Fort Pierce 
as it was throwing its first punch 
at Florida, and followed it by 
plane, tram, motor* car and afoot 
until it blew itself out in Louisiana 


The first sight of a hurricane 


leaves you with a feeling of com- 
plete unreality. It looks and acts 
much like a "corny" Hollywood 
version of a storm that you have 
the uneasy sensation of being an 
unwilling spectator in a "B" grade 
film. I guess it is the slanting 
rain that does it. The gusts look 
as if they were blown by a hidden 
wind machine.. 


Palm Fronds Dangerous 


That feeling disappears the mo- 


ment you step outside. The winds 
claw at your breath, drench 'you 
through as if you had stepped into 
the face of a powerful fire hose. 
Walking against the hurricane is 
as tiring as climbing the Wash- 
ington monument. Your legs go 
weak and trembly, your heart be- 
gins to hammer at your ribs and 
you can taste salt water clear 
through to your backbone. 


If you get off balance, the wind 


dumps you to the ground as neatly 
as a blocking halfback. One As- 
sociated Press reporter, Ben Price 
of Atlanta, had to crawl two 
blocks through sailing street signs 


and palm fronds to reach » t«le- 
phonc in Went Palm Beach. 
A 


waving palm frond is romantic in 
calm moonlight. But whirled at 
you on the wings of a hurricane 
it Ls a green-edged knife. 


GuJf Coast Hardst Hit 


The storm havoc appeared most 


terrible along the Mississippi Cult 
coast 
Hurricanes are deadliest 


when they weld together two pow- 
ers—wind and water. 


The storm-lashed tidal waves 


along the Gulf coast were huge 
battering hammers that picked up 
whole beach villages and shattered 
them against the anvil .of pine 
forests. 


But as they moved inland and 


left the surf behind the hurricane 
winds inflicted less damage than 
a midwest tornado. 


Gradually they gentled and to- 


day "Ole Double Debbil Eye" could 
not puff his way out of a paper 
bag. 
But along the Florida and 


Gulf coast they'll be talking of 
him for a long, long time. He was 
a real grandaddy hurricane while 
he blew.

for Barrett's Job 


^Richard 'Yates Rowe of Jack- 


sonville has announced that he will 
be a candidate for secretary of 
state in the Republican primary 
April 13. Rowe, who is 
state 


treasurer, served as secretary of 
state by appointment 
for 
six 


months in 1944 after the death of 
Edward J. Hughes, a Democrat. 


Republicans expect Rowe will be 


opposed by Congressman-at-Large 
William G. Stratton 
of Morns. 


Stratton hasn't made an announce- 
ment, but, like Rowe, he has been 
actively canvassing- the political 
situation 
downstate. 


"I am seeking- the nomination 


solely on my record and qualifica- 
tions and desire to again, serve 
the people of the state," Rowe said. 


G.O.P. Strength At Xew High 
In a statement Rowe said the 


Republican strength is at "a new 
high" and asked for party unity. 
Rowe, who is 56, is in the insur- 
ance business. 
He resigned as 


state chairman of the Republican 
party in 1944 when- Gov. Green 
appointed him to the vacancy as 
secretary 
of 
state, 
an 
office 


important in patronage and in 
public service. 


Rowe is the second Republican 


to announce his candidacy. The 
first was State Auditor Arthur C. 
Lueder of Chicago, running for a 
third term renomination. 
Poten- 


tial aspirants for other 
offices 


have been waiting for Gov. Green 
to take the active 1948 leadership. 


Stratton Lost In '44 


A prediction that Stratton would 


be a strong- contender was made 
by State Committeeman George R 
Perrme of Aurora, who has been 
mentioned for 
state 
treasurer 


Stratton, who was treasurer at the 
time, ran for secretary of state in 
the 1944'pnmary but was defeated 
by Arnold P. Benson of Batavia, 
who in, turn was defeated by Ed- 
ward J- Barrett, the Democratic 
incumbent. The state treasurer i^ 
not eligible for reelection. 


In 'the formal announcement of 


his candidacy, Rowe said, "Repub- 
lican leaders everywhere are unan- 
imous In the opinion that Repub- 
lican strength is at a new high and 
that the unity necessary to con- 
tinue this public support of Re- 
publican principles can best be 
achieved by supporting- candidates 
whose records are a pledge of loy- 
alty to the platform of the Repub- 
lican party.
